That The Hatchet must remain 
free and Independent was the first 
principle of procedure laid down In 
the report. The committee said, 
however, that freedenn and Inde- 
pendence should not be confused 
with license or Irresponslbimy. 

Concerning Haohet organlzatlOAe 
the committee made three major 
recommendations. First was that 
no student below the gride of tdph* 
omore be eligible for the senior 
staff. 

Ad editor-in-chief, aided by two

these horrid concepts. But let’s stop for a minutet 
what Is not political and what is not propaganda?, 
Where Is the demarcation line?' 

The answers to these questions aren't clear, but 
the results ace all too apparent. The underlying lactoa 
in many areas ot student activity at the University ia 
that before you can express opinions on certain issues, 
the right to express that opinion must first be estab* 
lished within the llmiu of the campus. Too often, wa 
find ourselves discussing the right to express an idea 
instead of discussing the idea itself. 

Stadeata Interested In Politics ,. '' 

The basic role of a university is to educate for lift 
through curricular and extra-curricular activities. PoU 
Itlcs is the stuff of community life. Why is an in* 
structor’s analysis of peace, prosperity, , or freedom 
any less political than a student's? Admittedly; thd 
faculty member has a greater fund of information, but 
unless he is something more than hunum, the faculty 
member has his bias. What he gives us in lectured, 
then, is certainly political insofar as it will influenca 
our future thoughts. 

The student is vitally interested in legislation 
concerning such things as price and rent increases, or, 
for the vet, the proposed bills affecting his income. In 
other words, many of the student's day-to-day problems 
are inevitably tied up with "politics." Not to express 
himself on such questions is in itself a political act 
analogous to abstaining from voting. If we'ra going to 
be political one way or another anyhow, let's admit It 
and have only limitations imposed by ths studeitti 
thamsalves. 

• In addition to general prfiMems, t|w sflMmt cona*-^ 
munity has its own peculiar probleins. It may be rising 
tuition. It may be the desire for currictibim changas 
(student pressure at the University resulted in the rs> 
establishment of the Sociology Department). It may, 
be threats to the freedom of campus press, or the 
threat of expulsion for expressing views unpalatable 
to a college administration, or the’ existence of quota 
systems for med schools based on false ideas of race. 

“Bole Six" Ontmeded 

What stands in the way of talking about these 
things? The archaic regulation known as Rule Six 
(Page 26, Student Handbook) states that, with a few 
exceptions, non-University organizations cannot be rec* 

‘ ognized on campus. But administration and faculty 
members enjoy the right of association through their 
respective national, regional, and local organizations 

( which speak for their special interests and serve as t 
medium for exchanges of ideas. What is so peculiar 
about students that they are to ta|g. denied this right? 
In the case of at least one local branch of a national 
organization that deigned to disagree with protoccd, 

I evmi the use of bulletin boards was denied (this par* 
ticular repression of information has been called a 
1 beaverboard curtain. Our dassrooms and bulletin 
s boards should be open to all activities which Interest 
^ students. 

There are > many other schools, large and small, 
a which treat their student hodies more like adults an4 
h allow them a greater amount of academic freedom. I? 
g doesn’t take a large endowment to allow students ta 
n partidpate in the world around them.

or demand that they be allowed more freedom as citi- 
zens, rather than students. 

Locked-up elections such as we have seen leave no 
room for the students at the University to voice their 
opinions on controversial Issues; and there are plenty 
of them, though many refuao to take their heads out 
of the aaad and tecogaize them. 

We agree that the public is more Interested In 
Issues rather than candidates, but the election system 
and student apathy in eieetlona makp a Council-elect 
Virtual fottowera of their own and no ona elie's die- 

■ Tomorrow, the students will go to the pifila mice 
again to elect their repreratativei for the following 
year. There art many vital and volatile Issuea con- 
fronting the student body. If the University Is right 
now at the crossroads, the student body Is just as 
much so. 

Tomorrow, Thursday, and Friday, students will have 
a chance to elect people whose views are expressed In 
platforms which many of them have Issued. 

Forget the tub-thumping and the wild promises. 
Disregard the claims of all sides that the other sides 
are liars, thieves, radicals, reactionaries, or other such 
nonsense. 

Judge as best you can, either from personal con- 
tact with the candidates, their quallflcatlons. or from 
what they purport to express, and then vote. 

But, above all, get out and vote. Here is your 
chance to elect those whom you think wlU best serve 
the interests and alms of the student body. 

Practice It now. In five or ten years your vote 
may be as important to the people of the nation aa it 
is now to the welfare of this student body.

person. 

The duties of ths managing editor 
cover handling all the news In the 
paper, along with the business 
management of the paper, while the 
two associate editors manage the 
editorial page, letters ‘to the edi- 
tors. feafbres, and pictures, accord- 
ing to the suggested plan. 

Included In the guallAcaUcns for 
•dltor-ln-chief are that he has 
served *two years on the editorial 
ataff of the paper, that he has 
served at least one as an as- 
sociate editor or managing editor, 
and that be be nominated to his 
post by a vote of the editorial staff. 

Nomination by a vote of the edi- 
torial staff is also a factor in the 
choosing of the associate editors 
and the managing editor in the 
plan presented by the committee, 
t. In regard to grievance machinery, 
the report suggests the folidwlng 
procedure: “In^the event any stu- 
dent. faculty member or anyone 
tise should fe^ that ho has a 
grievance against the paper or any 
member of lU ataff, he may file a 
written eainpialnt with the FubU-

co-ordinate student activities in 
such a way that they work efficient* 
ly together— rather than grasp at 
each other’s throats. This is the 
only way in which we can become 
a real student body with a real stu- 
dent life.”

“Bland promises have no place 
in a campaign, however, and cam- 
paign promises which can’t be kept 
should not be made. I will, if 
elected, assume office with the in- 
tention of doing everything pos-

“Certainly I~' shall make it a 
point,** Brastow said, “to see that 
all appointive offices such as Stu- 
dent Life Committee and Publica- 
tions Committee are filled on a 
basir of merit, and not through
